Rev Father Walsh, rector of St 
r;iul s Roman Catholic church, who 
ministered to the Biddies in their dy- 
ing hoar, spoke touehingly of them to 
the membert; of his coagreRation He 
touched briefly on their stateuieiits 
given out, and said it was for every 
person to decide for themselves as to 
the innocence or gutif of the men. Ho 
said: "While ministering to them al- 
most every hour after they were 
brought to jail, they often would talk 
to me of how they were wrongly ac- 
cused of crimes. Thoy denied posi- 
tively that they killed tJrocer Kahney 
in Mount Washington, and hk\ told me 
In the roost emphatic terms that be 
did not shoot Detective Fitsgerald. 
The poor boys died like dogs. IRarally 
riddled wtlh bullets, and some one 
should be eld responeible for Inhu 
man actions in shooting them when 
entirely helnteM. unarmed and unable 
to make th* slightest defanse." 

Mrs. Soffel is reported to be spitting 
bliDod at th'- hospital, and her condi- 
tion la not considered favorable.

Pittaburg, Feb. 3. — The remal— of

II o'clock Monday morning and were 
at onoo taken to the Pittsburg morgue. 
Hundreds of persons gathered in the 
waiting room by 7: 1! aO m.. and by the 
time the train aiil\((l tin tiowd had 
IncreaEed to a thousand or more. 

When the .train drew in. there was 
a rouRh s/Tamble to get to the plat- 
form of the depot, during whkh sev- 
eral were briiisefl b.i' being crushid 
against the side of I'he stairway. The 
remains were in rough boxes in charge 
of Detcctlvea Roach and Swin()ia<rt. 
who were accompanied by l>< i>uty 
Sheriff HfwjTi. Constable .\aioii Tbiuup- 
son and J. Holliday of Butler. The 
morgue wagon was waiting and thf 
bodies were quickly driven to the 
morgue for Identlflration. An Im 
men.se crowd soon gathere<l. but a 
large detail of police preventt.i them 
from entering tbe building. The re 
mainn of the murderers will be turn- 
ed over to their br6ther, Harry Bid- 
dle, who will see that they rec;ive 
proper Interment In the South Side 
cemetery. The funeral will be con- 
ducted as privately as possible, and 
Rev. Father Sweeney, the priest who 
r< n<l. rid s|)iritiia! •ad\ i< e to iht Hid- 
dles while they were in the Pittsburg 
jail, will conduct the services. 

Dispatches from the Butler hospital 
report Mrs. Soffel's condition as un- 
< hanged. WtiiU' it is iM-lievcd she vsill 
get well, the danger Is not piissed. and 
on account of this uncertainty in her 
coodlUon, nothing is being done In th> 
way of preparation* for her remova 
to PittsburK. If she live.'. In addition 
to an«w*'ring the charge of aiding 
prisoners to esc-ape, she will be con- 
fronted by charges of furnishing th 
Mddles with flrearme and aiding the 
felotii nis a.ssault ui-on the jail guards 
and llie oflict ra wlio effected the caP' 
ture in I^utl^^•. .Mrs. Soffel is already 
taking steps to ctefend herself and has 
written to a prominent Pittaburg at 
torney to engaRi his services. Hei 
father is said lo be guile well-to-do, and 
as her parents are releatdng, sbe hopes 
to receive aid from them.

Waterbury, Conn.. Feb. 3. — ^For 10 
hours Sunday night and Monday Bomr 
ing flames fanned by a high wind held 
sway over the busideas portion of this 
city, causing a loss that will oxoeed 
13,000,000. The best business portion 
of the city, forming a trianglie bound- 
ed on the north by Exchange Uiaoe, 
on the west by Hank street, on the 
south by Cirand street and on the east 
by South Main atreot waa almoot 
wiped out. 

The flrst fire which started in the 
big s'tore nf the Reid and Hughes Dry 
Goods company on Bank street was 
not declared under control until al)otir 
13,000,000 wortb of property bad been, 
destroyed. 

About the tim* the firemen supposed 
they had the tianu s under control a 
second fire broke out in the S<ovill 
House, tbe city's leading hotel, re- 
modeled by the late Judge E. C. Lewis, 
a few years ago. at an expense of $76,- 
000. and the establishment was com- 
pletely wre< k(d. The (K'< upants of 
the hotel were forced to s«tek the 
street In their night clothea. 

With the ringing of a second alarm 
th ■ entire city was thrown Into a pan- 
ic Tliere was a fie ice gale blowing 
and fcparks from the burning hotel 
were driven tn showers over a great 
area. The o<cupant» of iMilldings lo- 
cat«d iu the path of the wind prepared 
to have .Although the Waterbury 
lire depavtm^nt was reinforced from 
near-by cities, it was tor a time impos- 
sible to stay the progress of the flames. 
The Are. In kts entirety, burned over 
four acit-s of the city's t>iisiness sec- 
tion. Among the prominent buildings 
totally desttwyed are the block occu- 
pied by the R«4d and Hughes Dry 
Ooode comp'any, the plant of the 
Waterbury Ameriiuan. .Masonic- tem- 
ple, the ScoviU and Krauklin houses, 
the W. Lb Douglass Shoe company, 
the Johnson block, tbe Salvation army 
workingmen's borne and scores of oth- 
er liuildings. In all about 100 most 
prominent business hou.'-es aie burned 
out. Rarely have flremen been oblig- 
ed to contend against wotse condi- 
tions than those which prevailed from 
flret to last In this disastrous con- 
flagration. The wind was blowing a 
gait.- and tbe cold was intense. It 
seemed at one tiaire as though every 
structure In the heari of the city would 
be d#»tro.ved. In some in.^tan< lbs 
work of the flremen proved of avail. 
The Waterbury bank buildlii); at tbe 
corner of Bamk and Orand sitivot was 
saved, although tbe New England 
gineering (•ompaii>'« $70,000 building, 
but a few feet aw:iy. and the Masonic 
tem'ple. on the north side of the bank 
builMing, were wiped out of existence. 
IMIIitis Cslled Out. 

During the night the mayor was in 
communlca.ion with lK)v< rnor M<' 
Lean and the militia was called out. 
Oompaniea A and O, numbering about 
120 men, were detailed about the tre 

district and are still on duty. The 
city lb now prac tically uiich r martial 
law, the blue tiuitoiiiis of the national 
guardsuMn appearing on every side. 
Dotails are ohaagtd every two honra. 
The armory, the city hall, tho church- 
es and other public places have been 
turned Into tempoiary shelters, bun 
dreds being rendered homeless. The 
moral aflaet of this Am apoa Wate^
